2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the limitation 
reciting a method of sawing for continuously moving the stock during both cutting and 
non-cutting positions and strokes including steps of determining a reciprocation position 
of blades and moving a linear offset assembly in timed relationship with the 
reciprocation of the blades for coordinating the reciprocation and the linear offset motion 
of the blades as claimed in combination with other limitations set forth in claim 12 are 
not anticipated or made obvious by the prior art. Kivimaa teaches blades reciprocating 
in synchronism with a curved motion of the blades by guiding devices during continuous 
feeding of the workpiece in a sawing machine. However, Kivimaa does not teach a 
method of sawing for continuously moving the stock during both cutting and non-cutting 
positions and strokes including steps of determining a reciprocation position of the 
blades and moving the linear offset assembly in timed relationship with the reciprocation 
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of the blades for coordinating the reciprocation and the linear offset motion of the blades 
as claimed in combination with other limitations set forth in claim 12.
